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The system of architectural porcelain consists of a 
series of porcelain enameled iron sheets formed to a pan 
shape with an upturned flange at the top for fastening. 
The entire weight of each panel is supported by hanging 
from the fastening flange at the top of panel; the bottom 
being held in place by a small concealed pin projecting 
upward from the panel below. Each panel is free to ride 
up and down on this stud to allow for expansion and con- 
traction. Each vertical row of panels is independant of 
other rows. 


With the full <=" joint between panels, itis possible 
to insert a small screw driver in the joint and remove 
the fastening screws and remove any single panel without 
disturbing other panels. 


The panels are finished in acid resisting enamel of 
highest quality in standard colors. Special colors can 
be furnished if required at an extra charge for matching. 
Special finishes can also be supplied at an extra charge. 
All panels are fired in a hanging position to eliminate 
marks or discoloration from burning tools. 


In order to eliminate all buckling, all flat panels 
are backed with 3/4" insulation board and light galvanneal 
metal firmly cemented together with water resistant ce- 
ment under great pressure. The insulation also serves as 
a sound deadener, insulation against heat, cold and sound 
and permits a larger size of panel to be used. 


For economical use it is best to hold the panels as 
large as possible, but not over 36"x42" unless absolutely 
necessary and in no case over 42"x48", Flanges or returns 
should be held under 4" if possible. Rounded pieces should 
terminate at the spring line and not extend past the curved 
portion. Pieces other than flat surfaces andflat surfaces 
under 6" in width will not be backed.

The stencil charge does not apply to straight line 
stripping. It does apply to all other decoration and is 
based on the total square footage of the pieces involved. 
Also, each color combination or design assumes a separate 
stencil charge. Should a three color decorative panel 
and a sign with different colors occur on the same job, 
two stencil charges would apply. 


Should it be necessary to close the end ofa pilaster 
or corner panel, specify a Set Back panel with the dimen- 
sion of the first step the same distance as the return. 


Be sure to specify colors by name and by number. 


For bulkheads or low wainscoats it sometimes is de- 
sirable to turn the panels on edge so that the fastening 
flange is on the side instead of on the top. Should this 
be done, the listing of the dimensions must be reversed as 
the fastening flange is always supplied on the top of the 
piece.

TYPICAL SPECIFICATIONS FOR PORCELAIN ENAMEL PANELS 


THis contract shall include Turnishing, furring and erecting of all 
porcelain enameled panels as indicated on the blueprints. 


Material: All’ Percelain Enameled’ Panels to be of a type and ‘qua- 
lity as manufactured by the W.A. BARROWS PORCELAIN ENAMEL COMPANY of Cincinnati, 
Onto. |) The panels proper are to be formed up of 20 Ga. Armco. enameling iron. 

All flanges to be broken to 909° Angle and break shall have not greater than 
1/8" radius inside. All corners to be welded solidly with a gas weld and 
ground off to at least 1/8" back from face of panel. Sheet iron of finished 
panel must be free of dents, creases and other defects. 


Porcelain enamel, shall consist of a ground coat, one cover coat of 
standard enamel and one coat of acid resisting enamel and shall in no case be 
thicker than necessary to produce a commercially uniform color on all panels. 
Colors to be as selected and approved by the Architect. The backs of all 
panels shall be given a heavy coat of scrap enamel. Ths panels shall receive 
all firings in a vertical or henging position. and no point marks or discolor- 
ation from burning tools will be permitted. The porcelain surface must be 
free of blisters, copperheads, scratches or other defects. Orange peel effect 
of surface must be held to a minimum. 


Packing: | After firing, panels are to be fitted with necessary, brass 
nuts and bolts to act as registering studs. A backing of 3/4" Masonite and 
28 Ga. galvannealed metal is to be cemented into the backs of the panels under 
sufficient pressure to produce a finished panel presenting a substantially 
level surface. Crating to be sufficient to withstand normal freight handling 
and insure arrival of the job in good condition. 


Erection: The Contractor shall fur the building at the horizontal 
joints of the panels with 1" x 2" furring strips coated with asphalt paint. 
The panels will be screwed to this furring strip with 3/4" brass wood screws. 
The joints shall be caulked with mastic of Tremco Manufacturing Company of 
Cleveland, Ohio or equal in a color to be chosen by the Architect. All dirt 
shall be removed from the panels and the completed job must present a neat 
and finished appearance.
